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EUROPE’S GOOD ROADS 


Regarded as Economic Factor of 
Life and Not a Fad. 


Legacy 
Left by 
Romans 
Has 
Been 
Husbanded 
and 
Has 
Added 
to 
Prosperity 
of 
France— Aus­ 
tria 18 Close Second. 


The wide interest that the road 
question has for all classes in Europe' 
is remarkable, and it is this unity of 
purpose that builds on the netwoik 
legacy left by the Romans, Frances 
Milton writes in the Scientific Amer­ 
ican. 
Since that time, and that of the 
Henris and the Louises, 
to 
whom 
were due much of the elements of 
beauty that compose the French road 
system today, particularly with re 
sped to tree planting alongside, and 
since the later day of the military 
road making genius of Napoleon much 
has been undertaken in the way of re­ 
finement which has produced, if not 
an actual money return, at least a 
prosperity 
which 
would 
otherwise 
have been unknown. 
To be just there are as good roads 
in the United States 
today 
as 
in 
France. 
In top dressing, in comport 
with the needs of the new locomotion, 
according to any one of the four or 
five methods commonly made use of 
in America, results are superior even 
to anything yet achieved in Europe. 
Brick is found on some roads of 
Holland, but it dates from before the 
motor car era, before even that fa­ 
mous pavement of Terre Haute, Ind., 
owning already to some twenty years 
and still good. 
Great claims of dura 
bility are made for brick, and if these 
two examples have any weight, ths 
thing would seem to be worth some­ 
thing. 
In France there is a famous 
stretch of Route Nationals 
in 
tht 
south, near Marseilles. 
Straight as 
an arrow, fiat as a billiard table and 
smooth as marble, with a row of 
windbreak cypresses on 
the 
north, 
which in the writer’s opinion is the 
nearly 
ideal roadway. 
French 
na 
ttonal, departmental and 
communal 
roads, as a class, are the best In the 
world. 
In the French Alps are 
the 
finest 
mountain roads in Europe, far 
and 
away ahead of those of Switzerland 
on all counts. 
Many of them were 
due to the genius of Napoleon and his 
military road builders, and if their 
main purpose in times past was stra­ 
tegic, today they are essentially prac­ 
tical. 
The mountain roads of Austria are 
a close second, particularly when it 
comes to considering them from tho 
point of view of the motor car. 
Italy has a nationalized roads sys­ 
tem; so has Belgium, 
Austria 
and 
most of the German confederation. 
The first three meet the situation but 
partially, organization and control be­ 
ing decidedly inferior 
to 
that 
in 
France.

The present year promises to be the 
greatest in tho history of the move­ 
ment for the improvement of the pub 
lie roads of the United States, accord 
ing to the reports received from all 
parts of the country 
by the 
United 
States department of agriculture. 
A 
joint committee of congress is en­ 
gaged in an investigation of the feasi­ 
bility of federal aid in the construe 
tion, improvement and maintenance 
of public highways, and a number of 
the state legislatures are considering 
good road legislation. 
In connection 
w ith the general impetus that the good 
road movement has recently had in all 
parts of the country, the director of 
the office of public highways says: 
“Too much stress cannot be laid 
upon the importance of maintenance 
in connection with the work of im­ 
proving the roads. 
The people in 
nearly ail the states are filled with 
enthusiasm for road improvement and 
are spending enormous sums of money 
in the construction of superb roads. 
and yet almost without exception they 
are making little provision to care 
for the roads after they are built. This 
is true not only in the various coun­ 
ties, but under many of our state high­ 
way departments. 
“To maintain the roads in good con­ 
dition year after year requires a con­ 
siderable annual outlay, but this out­ 
lay is infinitely less than the loss 
which must fall upon the people event­ 
ually if they allow their roads to go 
to utter ruin. The thing for all advo 
cates of good roads to do is to urge 
continuous, systematic maintenance. 
and the setting aside every year of an 
amount per mile estimated by the en 
gineer in charge to be sufficient foi 
the proper maintenance of the road—a 
course which must make for economy 
an d 
f l u e n c y ”

feudal times, however, because with 
peace came increasing crops and in­ 
creasing cattle to molest them. 
The 
cattle ran at will and were just as 
fond of trespassing in a vegetable lot 
as they now are. 
For this reason every heme was 
fenced in, and the custom still pre­ 
vails universally in England and some 
parts of the continent. 
It is hardly 
respectable not to be fenced in there. 
This custom came to America, with 
the first settlers, the Virginia colon­ 
ists using white picket fences largely, 
and the Puritans developing that most 
charming of all fences, the New Eng­ 
land stone wall. 
Westward they moved, taking their 
fences with them. Stone walls changed 
to raili and pickets to upended stumps, 
until the timberless, stoneless plains 
were 
reached. 
Here 
fence* 
were 
needed most of all because this was an 
Ideal cattle country 
and 
increasing 
numbers forbade their roaming at will. 
It naturally was an American who in­ 
vented the barbed wire and woven 
fencing, and today there are more 
miles of fence in America than la all 
the rest of the world combined. 


Of late years w*e have 
begun to 
awaken to the fact that there are ad­ 
vantages in not fencing in 
private 
yards that are free from objectionable 
neighbors. 
We do not need fences to 
protect our front lawns from cattle 
in our cities and suburbs, and their 
only value is a sentimental one. 
By 
removing the front yard fences from a 
block of surburban residences, we se­ 
cure the effect of a street twice as 
wide and much more spacious grounds 
about each house. 
If a front fence is desired, let it be 
in keeping with the character of the 
house and grounds. 
While a tall, or­ 
namental iron fence is the ideal type 
for a formal city mansion, it is decid­ 
edly out of place in a suburban Bet­ 
ting. Nothing is prettier than a white 
picket fence for a colonial dwelling, 
a lad a cut stone wall is very attract­ 
ive for large estates. 
Fences for tho city 
and 
country 
yards are still 
very 
popular, 
and 
properly so. 
It is in the back yard 
that the garden grows, the children 
play and the clothes hang out to dry. 
Here is the waste paper barrel, the 
garbage can, the ash pile and the 
chicken yard. 
Let us have a little 
privacy, a place where we do not have 
to be presentable. 
Let us put a high. 
board fence or a hedge or some other 
screen around the back yard, and do 
just as we please out there. 
We can plant vines and fruit trees 
against the fence and hide it, beside 
making it bear tribute. 
A six-foot 
board fence will serve the purpose, or 
a lower one with a clump of high 
shrubs before it. 
Cement walls may 
be made as thin as three inches and 
as high as eight feet, if a more per- 
i manent fence is desired.

Washington. April 23.—- Yes, then 
is a “joker'’ in the income tax bill. 
But in this legislation, for a change. 
the “joker’’ is all for the people. 
The possessors of swollen fortunes 
were much perturbed by the pending 
income tax legislation, and when tIi** 
hill finally issued from the printers 
they read it with a great deal of in­ 
terest. 
The first paragraphs were disquiet­ 
ing. 
They fixed the rates of taxa­ 
tion on private 
incomes—one 
peri 
cent on an income of over $1000 and 
under $2o,oftO; two per cent on as 
much of the income as is above $20,- 
nOO; three* per cent on all of it above 
$50,000 annually, and four per cent 
on any excess of $100,000 per year. 
Vader this graduation a plutocrat 
like John D. Rockefeller will be re­ 
quired to pay 4 per cent income tax 
on all bis income except $ I OO .OOO per 
year. 
This was alarming. 
It was not until Wall street read 
down to the corporation section that 
it felt that perhaps it had been judg­ 
ing the* democratic house too harsh­ 
ly. 
For. while individuals are as­ 
sessed on a graduated scale, corpora­ 
tions are given a flat rate of 1 per 
cent. no matter how large their an­ 
nual profits. 
Even the great steel 
trust will be required to par but 1 
per cent tax on its vast earnings. 
When the Wall street lawyers read 
this far they smiled cynically. 
Yes. 
they had been too hasty in c o n d 'inn­ 
ing 
Uh* 
democratic house. 
Here 
were* the corporations receiving bet­ 
ter treatment 
than individuals. 
Tt 
seemed almost like old times. 
But 
tile smile faded as they read on into 
the “joker.” 
For while the c o rp o ra tio n escaped J 
the graduated tax. the stockholder in * 
the corporation doesn't. 
I p to 
not) the stockholder’s income from 
corporation dividends is exempt from 
taxation—the corporation itself hav­ 
ing already paid the 1 per cent on 
this amount. 
But on dividend income 
above $20,000 the stockholder pays 
I per cent, above $50,000. 2 per cent. 
and above $100,000. 3 per cene. 
It didn't take Wall 
street 
more 
than a minute to figure out that this 
meant that the small stockholder, the 
widow who invests the proceeds of 
lier husband s small Blo insurance 
policy in stocks, tin* small investor 
everywhere, will be* exempt ‘rom ex­ 
cessive* taxation. 
It will 
put 
the 
chief burden of taxation on the rich 
alone. 
Wall street would have much pre­ 
ferred to have the* corporations them­ 
selves pay the graduated tax. 
For 
then the smallest stockholder, the 
holder of a single share, would he 
required to contribute from his slim 
dividends to pay the 
4 
P“ r 
cent 
which such corporations as the steel 
trust will have to pay on the bulk of 
its earnings. 
And in case the rich man would 
try to evade taxation on dividends 
by liking the $20,000 exemption pro­ 
vision—that is, by scattering his in­ 
vestment among many corporations 
so that his dividends iii no individual 
ease amounted to more than $20,000, 
tile new income tax bill specifically 
provides that in assessing incomes 
from dividends, all of the. dividends 
from all sources must be tre a te d as a 
lump. 
The individual gets his single 
$20,000 exemption and that is all. 
The pe nding income tax bill is one 
of the most 
progressive 
measures 
ever submitted to congress with hope 
of passage. 
From the first to the 
last paragraph it is pregnant with 
progressivism.
